These changes place an em¬ 
phasis on a great variety of 
packaged fooos which lake lit¬ 
tle time to prepare. The 
homemaker must choose wise¬ 
ly to provide for the nutrition 
and tne health of her family. 
She must t>e able to meet pro- 
olems in clothing effectively. 
She must be able to choose 
laoricsfrom mutable vaneties 
wnicn will be economical and 
suuaole for her family’s use 
and wnich will require little 
lime and care. Her sewing 
sKiils will be used for creative 
activity rather than of neces¬ 
sity. 

Because of these and other 
demands upon the present- 
day homemaker, the Home Ec¬ 
onomics Department has 
drawn up a plan whereby 
some of the courses are being 
taught with the use of experi¬ 
mental methods. One foods 
course is being taught through 
demonstration, in another 
course the girls have indivi¬ 
dual laboratory experiences 
in (H’der to facilitate handling 
larger classes with improved 
instruction. 

Textiles and clothing class¬ 
es have been redesigned to af¬ 
ford students this opportuni¬ 
ty for developing necessary 
basic skills i n the shortest 
time. Child development

HOW TO STUDY 

GckhI study habits are essential to successful col- 
lejre work. Whether or not a student has leanied 
to study in hi,fh school, there are many adjustments 
to be made when he transfers to collepre, and these 
adjustments can be successfully made only if he de¬ 
velops goo<i study habits. 

Perhaps the fir.st obstacle to studyinjr in college 
is the inability to concentrate amid added distrac¬ 
tions. Of course study is an individual matter. 
Studying in gi-oups may have its advantages on oc¬ 
casion, but it generally leads to greater distraction. 
Probably, at first, concentration will require consci¬ 
ous effort and force on the part of the individual, 
but, once acquired, this ability can hardly be lost. 

Knowledge cannot be gained in a passive manner. 
The student who merely sits through class, not hav¬ 
ing prepared beforehand and not contributing to 
classroom activities cannot profit from a discussion. 
An instructor's assistance can lie of value only when 
the student is awake and alert. Sometimes taking 
notes, if it serves no better purposie, employs the 
senses and prevents drowsiness or a negative atti¬ 
tude. 

A systematic study schedule is of great import¬ 
ance to the most effective absorption of study ma¬ 
terials. Experiments have proven that students 
who study specific subjects at the same time and, 
when possible, in the .same place each day do iietter 
work than most students who do not have a system. 
Most students, in order to do a good job, need to 
spend twice as much time in preparation out of class 
as they spend in class. 

A schedule, however, should allow ample time for 
both study and recreation. Rest and play are nec¬ 
essary to relax the body and release tension. The 
problem of the student is to find a balance between 
his rest and play periods and his study periods. We 
can expect to be faced with this same problem 
throughout life. 

Assistance in making out study schedules and in 
solving other “How to Study” problems is always 
available at UTMB in the Student Personnel Office 
and in the Fre.shman Counseling Office, Adminis¬ 
tration Building.

Ted Sinc.v. Wilbur Edmis- 
ton.

However, 
when you look at the statis¬ 
tics thereby hangs a tale. 1 
don't know whether the Tig¬ 
ers were tougher than some 
of us thought or whether the 
Vols didn't put out as we are 
accustomed t o seeing them. 
The ground game wasn't as 
good as it was against sup¬ 
posedly better teams. The 
Vols picked up 133 yards to 
the Tigers 102. Sines and 
Prather's passing amounted to 
81 yards compared to 40 for 
LSC. 

Just the same t h e Vols 
seemed t o score on every 
reasonable opportunity. And 
they accounted for some long 
punt returns. B u t with all 
fairness. 1 think they will 
have to play a much better 
game to beat Delta State this 
Saturday in Cleveland. Missis¬ 
sippi. 

The consensus of opinion of 
the 500 or more fans w ho tra¬ 
veled to Murray State thought 
that the Vols beat themselves 
on their mistakes. The Vols 
hit harder than they had all 
season. Against a line that 
averaged 20 pounds a man 
heavier than they were, the 
Orange and White linesmen 
sent seven Murray players to 
the sidelines. The Vols drove 
to the l yard. 4-yard, and 13- 
yard lines failing t o score. 
There was no doubt to any¬ 
one watching the game that 
the officiating was question¬ 
able. It was indirectly re¬ 
sponsible for the injuo' t o 


Bob Zachary and directly re¬ 
sponsible for the Vols failing 
to score when they were pen 
alized for clipping on the 4 
yard line. 

All in all it was somewhat 
of a moral victory for the UT 
MB players. They weren't 
supposed to beat them. Mur¬ 
ray coach Don Shelton re¬ 
marked after the game. "They 
(UTMB) are capable of play- 
ing OVC ball anytime,” 1 a- 
gree with that statement 
wholeheartedly with one res¬ 
ervation. UTMB badly needs 
a football stadium. It is nec¬ 
essary if we are going to 
grow, sport-wise or student- 
wise. 

There are only three col¬ 
leges in West Tennessee that 
play intercollegiate football. 
Two of those are located in 
Memphis. It seems to me that 
this fact alone requires a foot¬ 
ball stadium capable of seat¬ 
ing the thousands of fans in 
West Tennessee who would 
come to UTMB to see college 
football if they had a place to 
sit down. Our meager facili¬ 
ties have seats for a bare 1. 
800. This is in sharp contrast 
to some of the large high 
school stadiums scattered ac¬ 
ross the state.
